


Italian Communists Drop Demand 


Accept Exclusion From Andreotti Cabinet 


ROME, Feb. T (AF). — The 
Ital ia n Communist party today 
dropped Its demand far a place 
-in government and said it would 
consider accepting Frender-desl- 
gnate Giuba Andreotti's plan 

to give it greater say in govern- 
ment programs. 

But. party leader Enrico Ber- 
llnguer said Cabinet seats re- 
mained the party's eventual goal 
and th yt Christian Dem o cr at 
refusal to bring the party into 
an emergency government was a 
mistake. 

“Taking into account the 
positions of other parties, we are 
ready to consider the possibility 

of an e m ergency pact," Mr. Ber- 
Unguer said after miwMng Jar 
two hours with Mi*. Andreotti. 

The Communists, backed by 
the Socialists and Republicans, 
opened the 24-day-old crisis by 
demanding a place In the gov- 
ernment. 

The Communists. Socialists, 
Republicans and two other par- 


ties helped keep Mr. Andreotti In 
power for a year and a half by 
abstaining on crucial votes In 
parliament. 

The ar ra ngement was worked 
out to break the impasse caused 
by 1976 elections, In which the 
Communists won 34 per cent of 
tin vote bo 38 per oeni Soar the 
Christian Democrats, who have 
rated alone or in coalition since 
TOwfld War XL 

•The U.Sl Btate Department, in 
an official policy statement Jan.

Blizzard Hits 
Northeast as 
Storms Rage 
Across U.S. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 7 <AP>.— 
Northeastern states from Penn- 
sylvania to New Hampshire were 
paralyzed today by a blizzard 
that brought 12 to 18 inches of 
snow, knocked out power in 
parts of Boston and disrupted 
virtually every aspect of life 
far mnUcos. 

The snowfall in the region 
continued steady this mnmfy g 
and, while It was less heavy 
than yesterday, it crippled 
transportation and business for 
the second straight day. 
Meanwhile, people in other

parts of the nation had prob- 
lems caused by a variety of 
items. 

The morning rush hour In 
Chicago was slowed by an un- 
expected snowfall that left vine 
inches on the ground. Parts of 
Montana and North Dakota 
were struck by a blizzard that 
stranded travelers end produced 
a wind-chili reading of 45 be- 
low zero. Oklahoma had its 
sixth snowfall in 32 days, receiv- 
ing 6 Inches. lakeside areas of 
Wisconsin got from 6 to 12 
toehi-fi There were record low 
temperatures in other parts of 
the Midwest. Georgia, had tem- 
peratures near zero and a fore- 
cast of possible snow. There was 
a warning of new tozntatial 
rains in northern California. 

White House press secretary 
Jody FoweU sold that the 
federal government was ready 
to act quickly on requests that 
six Northeastern states— New 
York, Pennsylvania, New Jer- 
sey, Connecticut, {Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island— be declared 
federal disaster areas.

Syrians, Lebanese Clash in Beirut

BEIRUT, Feb. 7 (NYT). — 
Lebanese soldiers engaged in a 
fierce gunbattle today with 
members of the Syrian peace- 
keeping force, leaving at least 
two dead and an unknown num- 
ber of wounded. 

It was the first major clash 
between regulars of the New 
Lebanese Army and the Syrian 
armed forces which have been 
responsible lor maintaining or- 
der since the end of the civil 
war fifteen months ago. 

The fight, which took place 
in the east Beirut residential 
suburb of FayadJya, cam© as the 
climax to a period of growing 
tension and insecurity, with dally 
bomb gypipcirmo. 

Like the War 

“It's just like the early days 
of the car," the wife of a Leb- 
anese lawyer who lives in Faya- 
dtya told visitors. 

Panic-stricken neighbors were 
locked in their apartments, the 
streets were deserted rind the 
shops wee chased in midafter- 
noon. 

The Lebanese Army and the 
Arab peacekeeping force Issued 
a joint statement attributing the 
outbreak of violence to ' ‘personal 
reasons” ana pledging “prompt 
disciplinary measures. 1 * 

The official communique did 
not give the number of casual- 
ties but sources in the area put 
the number c c dead between two 
and five. 

[Informed Lebanese political 
sources said later today that 18 
persons had been killed, all but 
one of them Bj-rian Lebanese 
soldiers took about SO Syrian 
prisoners who kere later releas- 
ed the sources add. United press 
International reported. 

[They said a total of about 
30 people were wounded on both 
skies.] 

Witnesses said the fighting 
broke out when Syrian peace- 
keeping forces tried to set up a 
new checkpoint ntar the Leba- 
nese Army barracks. The Leba- 
nese troops were told to resent 
the Syrian action as a direct 
provocation. Then was an ex- 
change of Insults an® then an ex- 
change at gunfire which lasted 
about an hour. 

Syrian sources explained that 
l heir action was part of a plan 
to face the mounting insecurity. 

Beirut hgg been the jccne of an 
increased number Of terrorist 
bomb explosions in tife last few 
weeks, averaging between three 
and five daily. - 


Two thousand Syrian troops 
were said to have been brought 
Into the capital as reinforcements 
yesterday and are visible patrol- 
ling the streets and manning new 
checkpoints. 

Reports today of the kidnap- 
ping and murder of two Christ- 
ians in a Moslem, village height- 
ened the tension. 

Syrian peace-keeping farces sur- 
rounded the village cf Naameh, 


nine miles south of here; and . de- 
tained a number of suspects. This 
a.ftemoon the Lebanese state ra- 
dio announced that three Pales- 
tinians had been arrested in con- 
nection with the killing and had 
been turned over to military jus- 
tice. 

. The Incident caused deep con- 
cern here because people feared 
that it might trigger off the same 
kind of retaliatory violence that 
led to the 1975-76 cMI war.

Sadat Asks House for U.S. Arms

WASHINGTON, Feb 7 (IHT). 
—President Anwar Sadat of 
Egypt today urged key congress- 
men to support his request far 
sophisticated UA arms and skid 
that if necessary he would “raise 
hell 1 * to get the weapons. 

Speaking with newsmen after a 
private meeting with leaders of 
the House and members of its 
intern ational Relations Commit- 


tee, Mr. Sadat said of his arms 
request: J The last time I was 
here I was Ay. Now I am not 
shy anymore.” 

His comment that ‘T shall raise 
hell” to get these weapons was 
made with a laugh, but the thrust 
of his meetings an Capitol Hill 
today was toward, acquiring UJ3. 
arms to replace the aging Soviet 
weapons in his nation's arsenal 

At the' same time, the Egyptian 
leader repeated his contention, as 
he had in a major speech yester- 
day, that- Israel now must make 
compromises to allow the Efcyp- 
tian-israeli peace talks to make 
progress. 

Mr. Sadat told newsmen last 
night at Blair House, the offi- 
cial guest residence, that if the 
United Stales induced Israel to 
turn “In (be right direction,” he 
could meet again with. Israeli 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin. 

Settlements Issue 

Meanwhile, the White House, 
In an effort to "get it [the Israeli 
settlements Issue] out. of the 
way,” ordered the publicizing of 
the chronology of communica- 
tions between President Carter 
and Mr. Begin to show that the 
United States protested immedi- 
ately in reaction to a Jan. 5 
Israeli message notifying Mr. 
Gaiter that Israel was establish- 
ing new settlements in occupied 
territory. 

Syndicated columnist Joseph 
Kraft wrote this morning that 
the Israelis hod "received no 
great pretest" from the United 
States, but presidential press sec- 
retary Jody Powelt told newsmen 
today 4h«t Mr. Kraft's report was

Ethiopia said today its troops 
had routed Somali forces at the 
start of "concerted action 1 ’ to 
drive them from the Ogaden 
Desert region. 

It was the first acknowl- 
edgment by the military regime 
that Ethiopian forces had 
launched a fresh Initiative 
n gainnfc the Somalis, appar- 
ently mftrjtp j a major turning 
point in the war for Shlopla 
after months of setbacks. 

Spokesmen here, however, 
stopped short of calling it a gen- 
eral offensive.

U.S. Cites 3 Nations 9 Rights Abuse

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (*WP).~ 
The State Department has con- 
cluded that the governments of 
three countries with long-stand- 
ing military ties to the united 
States— Iran, South Korea and 
[Nicaragua — continue to engage In 
widespread violations of human 
rights. 

-Despite a 1976 law requiring 
that the government here con- 
sider such abuses as damaging a 
country's qualifications for re- 
ceiving: U.S. military aid, only Ni- 
caragua has been marked far a 
major cutback in military assis- 
tance under the Carter admin- 
istration's 1979 foreign-aid bud- 
get 

The human-rights evaluations 
are contained in still-secret re- 
ports made by the department on 
105 countries receiving US. mili- 
tary, economic or development 
aid. These- reports are required 
by the 1976 law to help Congress 
assess the administration’s aid re- 
quests. 

The 105 reports are scheduled 
to be made public later this week. 
However, The Washington poet 
has obtained copies of the reports 
an Iran, Sooth Korea and Nica- 
ragua. All three countries have 
figured prominently in charges 
that the administration, despite 
its commitment to human rights, 
continues to support repressive 
regimes: 

Some Improvements 

The reports note some improve- 
ments to**- year to the humane 
rights situation to the three coun- 
tries. in the main, however, they 
find that allegations of torture, 
cruel or (whnwm.nL punishment, ar- 
bitrary imprisonment and denial 
of fair trials still persist and, to 
many instances, “appear credi- 
ble.* 1

ican republic that has been con- 
trolled for 42 years by the family

weapons sales overseas during the 
last fiscal year. 

Because of Iran's position as 
the world's second-largest export- 
er of crude oil and a major ally 
In the Middle East, the sources 
said, the administration has no 
plans to Impose a punitive cut- 
back on arms sales to that coun- 
try. 

Department analysts note that 
charges of torture to Iran, have 
declined significantly to . recent 
months.

3 Fined $6,000

Eagles in Texas 

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Feb. 
7 (UPI).— A US, district Judge 
fined three men a total of 
$6,000 yesterday for conspir- 
ing to klfi at least 70 federal- 
ly protected golden eagles from 
a helicopter.

"I do not dare to say for how 
long because I do net wish to 
disappoint other political groups 
which obviously aspire to govern, ” 
he added.

"As of late 1977, we estimate 
that fewer than 150 p »« «n E* re- 
mained in prison under Korean 
emergency measures,” tbe report 
says. 

“At the heart of the human- 
rights problems in Korea is tne 
restriction of political liberties,’' 
the report says. 

The report on Nicaragua cites 
“a few reports of torture or beat- 
ing of prisoners in 1977“ and ac- 
cusations of murder, rape 
other mistreatment tn president 
Somoza’s campaign against left- 
ist guerrillas. It adds that "the 
number of reported abuses and 
. their severity have decreased * 
markedly over the past year.” 

. The report credits Mr. Somozafc 
regime for lifting a long-stand- 
ing state of siege, restoring a 
large measure of p r es s freedom 
and refastiiutfag public trial by 
jury for most prisoners.

Mine Leaders

WASHINGTON, FCb. 7 (AP).—

speed an end to the coal strike, 
entering its 65th day tomorrow. 

Approval by the union's 39- 
member bargaining is 

needed before the contract pro- 
posal can be put before the 160,- 
000 striking miners in a secret- 
ballot ratification vote expected 
to take about 10 days. 

Reporters were barred from the 
union's headquarters as UMW 
President Arnold Miller went 
over the terms ai the agreement 
with the council The members 
were reported to be sharply divid- 
ed over disciplinary provisions 
that would penalize miners for 
participating in wildcat strikes 
and replace the decades-old in- 
dustrywide health plan with in- 
dividual company programs. 

Even-if the council approves the 
pact, the union faces a more dif- 
ficult task in trying to sell the 
new agreement to the rank and 
fUc. An- intense public relations 
campaign ifi planned far the coal- 
fields to explain details of the 
pact to the miners. 

“It’s hi fez the best agreement 
neg oti ated -by any industry in the 
past two years,” enthused Mr. 
Milter. 

Miller. The proposed contract 
would hoist miners’ average hour- 
ly pay from $7.80 to *19.15 over 
three yearn 
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questions of safety.” A copy of 
the letter became available yes- 
terday. 

Dwayne Weigel, a specialist in

The letter said that the GAO 
had found that, before the United 
States launched its first satellite 
carrying radioactive material in 
1859, various officials of the old 
Atomic Energy Commission had 
raised questions about what would 
happen in the event of an acci- 
dent 

Safety Gone Unheeded 

The GAO said that the safety 
questions had largely gone un- 
heeded, that the issue had been 
"de-emphasized” about 1970, and 
that discussion, of it had been 
dropped three years ago. 

GAO officials said that they 
were seeking to have the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission included 
“in future space program nuclear 
safety evaluations,” and Mr. 
Weigel said that the White House 
had directed that this be done. 
Attempts to have the White 
House Office of Science and 
Technology Policy confirm this 
were unavailing. 

The letter noted that the 
Uniied States had launched 22 
spacecraft carrying radioactive 
materials, six of which had either 
failed to reach orbit or, having 
reached orbit, had decayed back 
Into the earth’s atmosphere. 

While the study did not men- 
tion either the Soviet Union ex- 
its use of radioactive materials 
aboard satellites, intelligence 
sources here say that tbe Soviet 
Union has launched 17 satellites 
similar to the Cosmos-954, which 
carried a nuclear reactor to power 
its radar. Besides the Cosmos- 954, 
one other satellite is known to 
have failed. It did not go into 
dibit, and fell into the Western 
Pacific about five years ago. 

Japan Seeks Agreement 

TOKYO, Feb. 7 (Reuters)

Auditor Gets Reward for Exposing Cover-Up

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (WF). 
—A “whistle-blower" has received 
an anonymous, tax-fine cashier's 
check for S10.000, by prearranged 
rendezvous In a downtown Wash- 
ington hotel. 

Dale Kuehn, a 30- year -old for- 
mer auditor with the Federal 
Energy Administration, he 
had been asked to resign last 
August— and did so — after accus- 
ing his FFA superiors of suppress- 
ing an Investigation into shady 
practices involving the delivery of 
oil and natural gas to a Florida 
utility. 

Mr. Kuehn’s charges resulted in 
a series of articles in the St. 
Petersburg (Flao Times, plus a 
segment on the American televi- 
sion news program, “fiO Minutes." 
He disclosed a system of kick- 
backs and fraudulent middleman 
charges that had added as much 
as $8.5 million to the price that 
Florida consumers were paying 

for electricity. 

The anonymous benefactor 
learned of Mr. Kuehn's activities 
by watching “BO Minutes," ac- 
cording to Harry Ashmore, a for- 
mer FUttboer tPrize winning' news- 
paperman who delivered th* 
check.

In China, Pork-Barrel Politics 
Are a Literally Tasty Mixture 


By Linda Mathews 

HONG KONG. Feb. 7— If the 
Chinese were ever to vote for a 
national animal, the odds-on 
favorite would be the pig. 

The Chinese were the first to 
domesticate swine, about 5.000 
years before the birth of Christ. 

Ever since, the c mount of pork 
on the dinner table and the num- 
ber of nnimnia fattening in the 
pigsty have been the most 
reliable barometers of Chiba's 
political and economic fortunes. 

As pigs go, so goes China. 

When hard times have struck 
the pigs, peasants In the most 
remote provinces have counted 
themselves lucky to dine on pork 
three times a year. During rare 
periods of peace and prosperity, 
the hog population has soared so 
high that meat rationing could be 
scrapped altogether. 

Pigs and politics are eo in- 
tertwined in modem China that 
it is not unusual for its leaders 
to set out their pig policies with 
the same care that they use to 
enunciate their economic pro- 
grams or their stance toward the 
Soviet Union. 


Just the other day, the official 
newspaper People's Daily disclos- 
ed that oi) top of the other 
crimes committed by the now 
disgraced “Gang of Four,” they 
were decidedly anti-pig, too. Be- 
fore their removal from power, 
the four radicals had denounced 
as a dangerous capitalist tendency 
the innocent Chinese practice of 
keeping a pig or two in the 
backyard. 

SCll Them for Profit 

But now the peasants can re- 
vert to their old habit of rearing 
pigs privately and selling them 
Tor profit, the People's (Daily de- 
dared. "It is an honor to breed 
pigi for tlie revolution” the news- 
paper said. "It is a virtue to have 
let pigs for sale to the stale." 

At qo time ore pigs more on 
the minds of ordinary Chinese 
than this week, when the swine 
that have been fattened up for 
(lie past year are shipped to 
slaughterhouses and China's peo- 


ple prepare to celebrate the lunar 
new year. 

The Chinese info rmation rneriiq 
have not released figures on this 
year's pork production. But the 
analysts at the XJJ&. Central In- 
telligence Agency say China's pig 
population has topped 280 mining 
head and snout above the 75 mil- 
lion hogs in the Soviet Union and 
the 60 million in the United 
States. 

That represents only modest 
growth over a year earlier, but to 
help celebrate the new year, party 
Chairman Hua Kuo-feng has re- 
portedly ordered an increase in 
pork rations throughout the coun- 
try. The citizens of P eking , always 
the most generously endowed, will 
receive this month 250 grams 
more than their usual wvuntHiy 
ration of 1 kilogram, travelers 
say. in mare remote areas, such 
as Kunming in the southwest, 
traditionally scanty park rations 
have been temporarily doubled, 
to about 500 grains a month. 

“Upping the rations thtf time 
of year is the mark of a savvy 
politician.” observed a diplomat 
here. “Hu a lived for most of his 
life in the countryside. Nobody 
has to tell him the political Im- 
portance or giving people mgHgh 
pork so that they can feed their 
visiting relatives.” 

Other Uses 

Besides serving as China's 
principal source of- meat, pigs 
provide vital quantities of leather, 
brushes, soap and, most Impor- 
tant, fertilizer. 

The late Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung laid down the ultimate ob- 
jective far China's stockyards: 
“One man, one pig.” 

“If we could achieve one pig 
per person, one pig per mou of 
land fane 15th of a hectare),” 
Mao said, “then our main fertil- 
izer problem would be solved.” 
China's pigs still have a long 
way to go before they reach that 
goal, but they are gaining. Their 
number has Increased fivefold 
since the establishment of the 
People's Republic In IMS, & rate 
twice as fast as the growth in 
the human population.

Last 4 Protesters oh Tokyo Airport Tower Give Up 


TOKYO, Feb. 7 (APj.— Four 
demonstrators surrendered to 
police tonight after bolding out 
for about 40 horns on a steel 
tower bunt to block the open- 
ing of Tokyo's new internatio- 
nal airport. 

Police, who had seized most 
of the demonstrators on the 
tower last night, arrested the 
four on chargee of possessing 
weapons and using firebombs.

Police said about 400 riot 
policemen were at the site, us- 
ing water and tear 

gas to try to dislodge the four. 
They also attempted to talk 
the four into coming down.

The latest demonstration at 
the airport, located In Narita, 
about 40 miles northeast of Tb- 
kyo, began early yesterday. 
About 400 riot police faced 
small .bands of students and 
farmers protesting against the 
airport. The police sought to 
pull down the 30-metaivliigh 
steel tower built oh a concrete 
building just off the end <tf an. 
airport runway. The building 
and tower are an private prop- 
erty, but the ' tower exceeds 
height limit for construction 
near airports. 

Bofliling Is Stormed 

- After a daylong battle in 
which the demonstrators held' 
off police with firebombs and 
rocks, the police, using tear gas, 
stormed the building. They ar- 
rested 37 demonstrators— four - 


others were-, arrested earlier in 
the day, and thought they had 
cleared the building and tower. 

Later, however. It was found 
that four demonstrators still 
were holding out. They hung on 
through the night despite below 
freezing temperatures. 

Twenty-three policemen and 
four protesters were injured in 
yesterday’s . clashes. 

Two towers erected at the 
end . of runways were pulled 
down last year.

Steel Crisis Wracks a Small Town in West Germany

China Finds New ‘Earliest Asian Man 1

NEW YORK, Feb. 7 (NYT>.— 
By dating the oldest human 
teeth that have yet been found 
In China, by using a magnetic 
method, Chinese anthropologists 
say that they believe they have 
shown that an ancestor only a 
step removed from modem man 
lived in Asia 1.7 million years 
ago, so that the age formerly 
assigned to the earliest fossil 
man in China- has to be increased 
by more than a million years. 

The oldest specimens of genus 
Homo, meaning true man, pre- 
viously found in China, were 

Peking man. who lived 41X1,000 

years ago, and. Lantlen man. who 
lived 600.000 years ago. 

The new candidate for the 


Afrlcanus, which, dates back more 
than. 3 mflUoa years. 

[The oldest firmly dated re- 
mains of early- man are those 
of jaw bones and teeth found 
near the Oiduvai Gorge in Tan- 
zania. East Africa, in 1974, which 
have been dated at 3.75 million 
years old.]

Platinum Prices Are Expected to Continue Uptrend 


LONDON. Feb. 7 (AP-DJi — 
fYefr-marfcet platinum prices, 
which recently surged to saai an 
ounce, are aiming lor their next 
uptrend plateau of a record 5*250 
and are likely to reach it before 
mid-year, some London bullion 
dealers forecast today. 

The metal has risen from last 
summer's sluggfeb levels of oefow 
$iso to the $220 mark on heavy 
jewelry demand from Japan, 
lack of Soviet sales and recent 
output cutbacks by major West- 
ern producers. 

Japanese buying slowed earlier 


this month, and prices fell back 
But this morning's price fixing 
was 3217.25, up from 8215J50 yes- 
terday morning. 

The resumed rise Indicates mat 
the , Japanese are back in the 
market, at least taking producer 
material, and will probablv once 
again shortly enter the free 
market for further supplies, said 
an expert at Argus Metals, Lon- 
don bullion dealers. 

Moreover, major oil companies 
are also starting to take supplies 
of platinum, which they use as 
a refinery catalyst, he said. He 


noted that the Japanese end 'Oil' 
company demand factors often 
emerge at Uxe same time to the 
market, for no k* own reason, but 
nevertheless tbw coincidence if 
traditionally seen as a strong 
bullish influence on platinum 
prices.

LONDON, Feb. 7 (IHT>^-We 
are now well into the fog— the 
calculated smokescreen which, 
ax tbe Argentine World Cup 
looms larger; tbe various inter- 
national soccer camps attempt to 
’ use to conceal whatever dement 
of surprise they can muster tar 
opponents. Indeed, while working 
privately to consolidate teamwork, 
the wiliest coaches are industri- 
ously offering up as many red 
herrings as they hope rivals may 
swallow. 

Tomorrow night's ‘Trifiac^y , ' 
match in Naples, between Italy 
and France, therefore, is some- 
thing more than a rarity.. The 
two teams are Immediate op- 
ponents in tbe same group In 
Argentina four months from now, 
yet they meet in what was set 
up as a wann-op, designed to give 
each a. competitive atmosphere in 
which to make experiments which 
could be need in the World Cup. 

Significantly, Brass and Swe- 
den, which similarly found them- 
selves locked in a World Cup 
group after arranging, a friendly, 
at anoe dropped the voluntary 
match. Enzo Bearxot, the Italian 
coach, has hinted that the French 
may have wanted to withdraw, 
that he himself refused, and 
promptly named “my best pos- 
sible team.” 

‘An Exhibition’ 

Both he and his French coun- 
terpart, Michel Hidalgo, have said 
that the match is “only an exhibi- 
tion” anyway, - which tarings us 
back to the subject of red 
herrings. 'Time for preparation 
between now and June is at a 
premium: would experienced in- 
ternational « opcb«ie seriously toss 
sway tbe few team gatherings on 
a mere “exhibition”? TO wager 
not. 

The friendly match could have 
serious psychological repercus- 
sions in Argentina, and Bearzot 
and Hidalgo know It. Bach, must 
seek first of aH the basis of a 
victory— or at least a satisfactory 
and genuine reason for . defeat; 
conversely, each may very well 
hold In reserve a player, a ploy 
or some energy. Yet intrigue 
abounds and, whatever the 90 
minutes of exhibition soccer 
produces will be fodder to the 
team psychologists. 

Let’s, for example, look at (he 
heart of the matter, at the posi- 
tion which win very likely prove 
critical la Argentina, if 
Platini, the midfield player hailed 
as the best French soccer player 
since Raymond Kopa, gets to run 
the matph . either in -Naples or 
in (Argentina, then France could 
exploit the growing murmers of 
mistrust in the Italian defense- 

Hatini, whose family tar in fact 
Italian, has the -guDe and - the- 
goal-scoring potential to become 
a very great player in this World 
Cup. Certainly he could pose un- 
told problems tomorrow night, 
but if he does, rest assured that 
Bearaot wfD have an answer. 
Did the Italian ooach not say he 
was using his best line-up of 
“the moment”? And does that 
lineup not exclude one Romeo 
Benetti, the renowned Italian 
“hatchet man” whose speciality is 
to step tbe likes of Platini scat- 
tering their creative seeds? 

Adiffles Heel 

• Benetti, only now recovering 
from injury, would, one imagines, 
be a far- greater deterrent to 
Platini, whose addles heel is his 
fragility (broken leg twice, broken 
arm, badly damaged knee and 
fractured skull) than the other 
Italians put together. Thus, 
Bearzot retains a built-in excuse. 

France, meanwhile, is leaving, 
out the dashing forward Domi- 
niue Rocheteau. Is this because 
ooach Hidalgo genuinely favors 
wingers Christian Dalger and 
Olivier Rouyer — each, more con- 
sistent though less substantially 
gifted than Rocheteau? Or is the 
Frenchman hMtwg his star under 
a bushel? 

Beyond the words and the 
uestlons, tbe . crux of the match 
tomorrow may * well He in the 
answers Italy seeks in its own 
rearguard. The Italians, tradi- 
tionally their own .worst enemy 
tn distrusting their own and. in 
snip in g verbally to undermine 
confidence, have two problems: 
erne concerns goalkeeper Dtao 
Zcrff, the other the sweeper posi- 
tion. 

Exemplary Feritiadng 

In each. Italy is caught in a 
state of transition just at a time 
it could do without. Zott has for 
years been one of the finest goal- 
keepers In world soccer, a man 
whose exemplary positioning and 
unspectacular safe handling made 
him about as easy to squeeze the 
baD past as it would be to farce 
a marshmeHow into the riot Of a 
.money box.

Naber Wins Sullivan Award for 1977

Both of his world records were 
set at the Olympics as he won 
the 100- meter backstroke in 
55.49 seconds and the 200-mcter 
backstroke in 1:59.19. 

The last swimmer to win the 
award was Tim Shaw in 1975.

A Lively Medieval Village 
In the Heart of London 


T ONDON CNYT).~-The Tower of London, which this year 
^ celebrates Its 900th birthday, ceased, to be & royal residency 
when the first Queen Elizabeth refused to live where she bad 
once been imprisoned. 

But amid the ghosts of Henry VL Anne Boleyn. Sir Thomas 
More and Guy Rawkes, some 50 families still live within the 
Tower’s massive walls in a self-contained medieval village In 
the heart of modem London. 

The Tower is home to 37 yeoman warders, better known 
as Beefeaters, cuod their families, pftus the resident electrician, 
plumber, bartender, priest and maintenance people required 
tor tile dally ftmctiocang vt tincourtzyttprinrtpel tourist attrac- 
tion, which draws some 3 TUfUioa visitors yearly. The 18-acre 
complex is administered by the governor of the Tower. Maj. 
Gen. William JDigby Manifold Raeburn, 62, who will spend the 
next two weeks In the United States drumming up business 
for the Tower’s novocentenary, as it is being called, hero. 

Raeburn and his wife, Adeline, occupy Queen's House, a 
three-story L-shaped structure overlooking Tower Green, the 
central open space enclosed by the Toweris outer and Inner 
wa&s, wftddh fctm two concentric, fexegufer hexagons. Queen's 
House has been, the governor's residence since it was built in 
1530, with the western wing used as a maximum-security prison. 


18 Smaller Towers 


Queen’s House also includes the Bell Tower, one of ,the 
18 smaller towers imbedded in the Inner and outer walls. The 
only way up or down Is through Queen’s House. 

The finest example of Tudor architecture In London, the 
house has fcts drawbacks as a 30th-cesftury home, wnwig them 
two ghosts. 

“Anne Boleyn. spent the last fortnight of her life In this 
bedroom," Mrs. Raeburn said an a tour of the house- "I never 
put a single gtri or a young child alone in it. There's a haunt 
who makes children feel they're suffocating." 

The house creaks and moves, and the wind whistles through 
the small-paned windows. Mrs. Raeburn cooks in a kitchen 
that probably fed Henry Vffl.

Oldest 

The White Tower, the imposing rectangular building in 
the center of the complex, is the oldest structure, constructed 
in 1078 by William the Conqueror as a royal palace and fortress. 

The buildings that surround, it grew up through, the cen- 
turies and are a hodgepodge of medieval, Tudor and 17th-century 
architecture. As it increased in size; the Tower expanded its 
defense f u nctions to. include housing the crown Jewels, political 
prisoners, arsenals and archives, the courts of justice, the first 
Royal Observatory, the Royal Min t and the Royal Menagerie, 
whose animate were sent in the 19th century to form the 
London Zoo. 

In the evenings when visitors have gone, the Tower has 
the air of a quiet village. Children play hall on the moat, 
now filled and covered with, grass. When it . was drained as 
a health haxard in the 1800s, hundreds of human skeletons 
were found. Residents walk their dogs by the private scaffold 
on Tower Green.
